Trade, from membership in that institu- 
tion. Their trial began early in June. It 
took the directors but half an hour to arrive 
at this verdict/ after the close of the argu- 
ments. 

One ballot was ‘taken, thirteen directors 
voting, although fifteen were present. 
Those not voting were President Warren 
and Director Snydacker, both of whom were 
liberal subseribers to the fund raised on the 


the McLains th thé federal court ona charge 
Of Maine the United States mails with intent 
to defraud. 

The Board of Trade trial just finished was 
under section 9 of rule 4, which practically 
covers “ bucket-shopping.*’ The specific 
charges were *‘ making false and fictitious 
trades, dishonorable conduct, trading out of 
hours, apd uncommercial conduct.” 


| Covered by the Charges. 

Charges covering these four points were 
filed with the secretary of the board’on May 
27 against the three members of the McLain 
firm, C. R. and A, O. McLain and Adolph 
Ruth, and also against seven other members 
of the board, said to have been implicated 
with the McLains in their operations. These 
seven included James Nicol, First Vice Pres- 
ident of thé board; Henry O. Parker, former 
Second Vice President; C. A. Whyland, Jdhn 
M. Fiske, John [ewyer, Lyman L. Kellogg, 
and 8. Robinson. John Hill Jr. was the 
principal complainant. Signing the charges 
with him against: various defendants were 
James H. Milne und W. H. Chadwick. The 
latter took no active part in the subsequent 
prosecution. 

It is utiderstood the trials of the. charges 
aguinst the seven other members of the 
board said to have been implicated with 
the. McLains wil) be taken up 
ginning early hext week.

The court holds 
that no gas company has the right to pump

It is hed that a land owner has right only 
te so much of the gas as flows naturally to 
the surface. Where he pumps it the back 
pressure which confines the gas in Trenton 
rock is removed and salt water rushes in, 
soon destroying the gas supply. Each man 
“has a coequal right to this reservoir, the 
court holds. Unnatural flow is declared 


fiiegal. 
Fight on Pipe Lines. 

In this suit the manufacturers of Marion 
united to force the pipe line companies out 
of Indiana. There are three morte suits 
pending, one of which involves pumping 
along pipe lines, If the court pursues its 
trend in this case Chicago, Indianapolis, and 
many other cities will be shut off entirely, 
as the natural flow is never strong enough 
to move the gas twenty miles.

“The surface proprietors have the right 
to reduce to possession the gas found be- 
neath. They could not be absolutely de- 
prived of this right without a taking of pri- 
vate property, but there is a coéqual right 
in ali of such owners to take the gas froni 
a common source of supply. 


Right to Conserve Common Fund. 

“The use by one of his power to seek 
to convert a part of the common fund to 
actual possession may result In an undue 
appropriation: being attributed to one of 
the possessors of the righi to the detriment 
of others. From these considerations the 
Supreme Court of the United States holds 
that the Legislature derived the power to 
protect all the collective owners by secur- 
ing a joint distribution to arise from the 
enjoyment by them of their privilege to’ 
reduce to possession.” 


Natural gas is wanunee in Chicago to resi- 
dents of the South Side, and mains extend 
in the North Side as far as.North avenue. 
There is no natural gas supplied the West 
Side, All the natural gas piped to the city 
is bought at the State line by the People’s 
Gas Light and Coke company. Should the 
natural gas supply fall, officials of the Peo- 
ple’s and the Ogden'Gas companies say, no 
widespread distress would be entailed, as 
not more than 16,000 people in the ae are 
users of the natural gas,

The remainder-| 
ofthe course is merély a test of endurance 
on the part of tired, if not exhausted, men, 
such a test can only entail physical 
jury. It may not be observable at once, . 
but it is sure to manifest itself in the 
futére.

That this young criminal is a degenerate 
and one of the most, pronounced type does 
not admit of doubt. He is clearly the victim 
and product of heredity. The evidence pro- 
duced at his trial, which the prosecution 
made no attempt to controvert, showed 

t his father was an epileptic, a drunkard, 
weak minded, The mother was a 
drunken prostitute, also epileptic and weak. 
minded, tried to murder her husband, and 
died drunk in the streets. The grandmother 
and aunts on the mother’s side were all 
epileptics, drunkards, and prostitutes, her 
grandfather died in an insane asylum, and 
her brother also died crazy. The father’s

‘in him. It cannot be possible that he is to be 
executed in a spirit of revenge, for that im- 
plies barbarism. ‘The only justification for 
his strangling is the theory that it may act 
a a deterrent. But whom will it deter? 
Certainly not other degenerates, if there are 
any more of them in Connecticut. It is 
doubtful whether it will deter those who are 
not degenerates. While there is no hope of 
saving him from the gallows, for the Su- 
preme Court has declined to interfere and 


mute his sentence, it would seem, under the 
circumstances, that the ends of justice 
would have been satisfied if he had been con- 
fined in prison for life. Pending’ the time 
when society shall have discovered some 
way of treating crimirals of this hopeless 
class and protecting itself against their de- 
generate impulses, it might make compensa- 
tion for its failure by removing them to any 
place where they can be rendered harmless. 
Perhaps, however, our civilization has not 
yet reached that point where it can solve 
such a difficult problem or coolly consider 
the relationship of hereditary degeneracy to 


crime and its punishment.
